W e s te r n Kutglits ol Labor Opposed to 
Strikes and Boycotting. 
St. Lot ts, September 30th.—The Knights 
of L ab o rin # h e West, and more particu­ 
larly those in St. Louis, have decided that 
strikes like the boycott must go, and that it 
should no lt.ngcr he recognized as a neces­ 
sity of the Order. 
W hile this im portant 
decision is not publicly announced, yet the 
information 
conies 
from 
unquestioned 
authority. The fact is, that some of the 
Knights consider that this lias been one of 
the greatest obstHcles that the Order has 
had to meet. 
W hat action in this im por­ 
tant movement will be had in the Rich­ 
mond Convention is yet uncertain. The 
St. Louis delegates, however, it is under­ 
stood, are instructed in favor of a law 
which wiil dispen-e entirely with tbe strike 
system. A rbitration will hereafter be the 
policy of the Western K nights in all casts 
of wages ami labor that require adjustm ent. 
Tbe St. Louis K nights may a sk the Rich­ 
mond Convention for a committee whose 
special duty it will be to investigate and 
3ettie all difficulties of this character, with 
suggestions from Grand Master 1‘owderly. 
T e r r ib le Pow der E x p lo s io n . 
New Y ork, September 30th.—A telegram 
front Barlow, on Long Island Sound, gives 
the following particulars of a terrific pow­ 
der explosion that occurred about 10 o’clock 
this m orning at the D ittm an wood-powder 
works at Bay Chester, on the Harlem river 
branch of the New York and New Haven 
Railroad, resulting in the death of four 
men employed in the factory. The explo­ 
sion occurred in the packing-house, a one- 
story frame building, 20 by 30 feet, in the 
center of the grounds, and about 200 yards 
from the ntuin factory, a large building 
near the water,where the bulk of giant pow­ 
der and nitro glycerine used for the aque­ 
duct works is manufactured. 
The men 
were hard at work putting up and packing 
cartridges, when suddenly, and w ithout 
warning, the explosion occurred, shattering 
the building to "splinters, and blowing the 
four m en to fragment*. The names of the 
men killed are as follows: 
Ernest Dralett, 
John Rusch, Max Shafboh and Mr. Rein­ 
hart. 
Xvilt'.ay was left of them except 


fragments of their bodies. Their hands, 
legs, feet, arm s and pieces of skulls, back­ 
bones and charred bits of flesh were scat­ 
tered in every direction, from five hundred 
to six hundred feet from the packing­ 
house. 
Max Cruger, fireman of the works, 
says the explosion was caused by two men 
shooting into the building. After the ex­ 
plosion the lower timbers of the building 
took fire and burned fiercely. The ground 
around for half a mile was strewn with 
fragments of the dead, splinters, packing 
paper, etc. The violence of the explosion 
shook houses in Bartow, across the creek 
from Bay Chester. 
Many windows in the 
hotel at l ’elham Bridge, over a mile away, 
were shattered. 
At West Chester the win­ 
dows in many of the houses were broken. 
The concussion was felt at New Haven. 
Port Jefferson, Bridgeport and other places. 
The people generally thought that W iggins’ 
earthquake had come. 


G e r ó n im o '» S u r r e n d e r . 


W a s h in g t o n , September 30th.—General 
Miles’ annual report, embodying the story 
of the surrender of Gerónimo, has been 
received by the Acting Secretary of W ar. 
General Miles, it is said, reports that lie 
accepted the surrender of the savage chief­ 
tain agreeing, among the conditions, that 
lie should not he surrendered to the civil 
authorities of Arizona for trial, and that he 
should be taken away from that vicinity. 


MILES DISOBEYED ORDERS. 
T his accounts for General Miles’ failure 
to obey the instructions of the W ar Depart­ 
m ent—to confine the hostiles at the nearest 
post. The Star savs: “ The fact that Gen­ 
eral Miles accepted a conditional surrender 
when the positive instructions of the Gov­ 
ernm ent were that nothing but rapture or 
an unconditional surrender should deter­ 
mine the Apache campaign, raises very 
grave questions for I lie consideration of the 
President and the Secretary of W ar. W hat 
the result will be can only be conjectured, 
but unless there are some very extenuating 
circumstances not apparent on the outside, 
a reprim and is the least that can be ex­ 
pected. The report shows that the hostiles 
never before have been driven to such a 
stage of desperation, and that they could 
not have stood out against the troops much 
longer: but, nevertheless, tbe W ar Depart­ 
m ent would undoubtedly tiave preferred 
the Indian war to last another year rather 
than that the hostiles should surrender 
upon their own term s.” 


CROOK MIGHT HAVE DONE THE SAME. 
It is said that General Miles’ campaign 
did not practically differ from that of Gen­ 
eral Crook, and that the latter could have 
secured the hostiles last January upon sim ­ 
ilar conditions to those accepted by General 
Miles, when Gerónimo expressed a willing­ 
ness to surrender, hut escaped when he 
found that he could secure no assurances 
of safety from General Crook. General 
Miles’ report is very long and interesting. 
H e devotes the greater portion of it to an 
account of the pursuit of the Indians since 
he took command. 
He shows how ids 
campaign differed ¡rom that of Crook's. 
The latter used friendly Inaians to light 
tfie hostiles, while General Miles pursued 
them with United States troops, using only 
a few Indians as trailers. 


MORE CRITICISM OF MILES. 
W ashington, .September 
30th.— The 
ollieial report of Geroni mo’s capture vas 
received front General Miles to-day, and 
there is great doubt whether the Brigadier- 
General gets as m uch glory out of it at the 
W ar Department as he has from the coun­ 
try at large. 
General Miles had strict 
orders to make (Jeronimo’s surrender un­ 
conditional. and he had no discretion to 
m ake any term s whatever with him . The 
report received to-day confirms the rum or 
that lie did allow (Jeronimo conditions, 
and 
very 
liberal 
conditions at that. 
The 
W ar 
D epartm ent 
people 
are 
not 
only 
astonished, hut 
angry 
at 
what 
they 
term 
t he 
assum ption 
of authority by General Miles, and lie will 
be called strictly to account for the position 
lie has taken. 
General Miles' actiou has 
given General Crook's friends an opportu­ 
nity to criticise the W ar D epartm ent again 
for his removal from the southern com­ 
m and, and it is stated that lie had several 
opportunities to secure Geroninto on a con­ 
ditional surrender; but, remembering his 
orders from the department, refrained from 
accepting the same. 
If he had cared to 
disobey orders, as Miles has done, Crook's 
friends say he could have had the chief of 
the Chiracahuas long m onths ago. 
Iloy. 1 A r c li Blasou. 
W ashington, September 30th.—To day's 
session of the General Chapter, R ival 
Arch Masons, was a long one, and a good 
deal of business of a private character was 
transacted 
The Grand Chapter refused to 
recognize the Mark Lodge of Canada, be­ 
cause it had invaded the jurisdiction of the 
Grand Chapter of Quebec by establishing 
Mark Lodges in th at jurisdiction.

W illiam T. Sherm an's so-called report to 
the W ar 
Department, and which the 
United States Senate ordered printed as 
Executive Document No. 30. 
Davis says : 
“A sense of the great injustice done io me, 
and to the people I represented, by the 
Senate in m aking the malicious assault of 
General Sherm an n public document, and 
giving to 
his slapder 
the importance 
which necessarily attaches to an Ex­ 
ecutive 
communication 
to 
the 
Sen­ 
ate, 
has recently («used 
tho 
request 
for a reply by me to be pressed with very- 
great earnestness. 
For this reason, 1 have 
decided to furnish my reply to von for pub­ 
lication.'' 
M r. Davis then proceeds at great 
length to dispute and deny the charges 
brougiit against him by General Sherm an, 
in which he declares he did all in his pcwor 
to prevent the war, and did not se-ek tbe 
post of Chief Executive. 
lie says : “ For 
all acts of my public life, as President of 
the Confederate States, I am resjionsihle at 
the bar of history, and must accept her 
verdict, which I shall do w ithout the 
least apprehension ihat it will lie swayed 
from the truth by the m alicions.falsehoods 
of General Sherm an, even when stamped 
as an ‘Executive Document' by the United 
States Senate.” 
The chief statem ent that 
Davis objects to is that made by General 
Sherm an in 18S4, before BUir I’ost, G. A. 
It., that he (Sherman) bad a letter in Davis’ 
writing to the effect that Davis would turn 
Lee’s army against any Stale that m ight at­ 
tem pt to secede from the Southern Confed­ 
eracy.

P r o h ib itio n L e g a l. 
C l e v e l a n d , September 30th.—In the Cir­ 
cuit Court of the United States to-day 
JudgeW allar disposed of the application of 
W in. Tanner, Sr., a saloon keeper of A lli­ 
ance, Ohio, for a prelim inary injunction to 
restrain the village of Alliance from the 
enforcement cf a prohibition ordinance 
passed under the Dow law, by refusing tiie 
restraining order. Judge W allar held that 
the Court had no Jurisdiction to afford the 
relief asked ; 
that the ordinance does not 
conflict w ith the Fourteenth Am endm ent 
to the Constitution of the United States; 
that the ordinance does not deprive the 
com plainant of his property; 
that the or­ 
dinance is only a police regulation, in the 
interest of public morals, and for the com­ 
mon good. Judge Jackson concurred in 
the refusal of the application. This was 
the first case in Ohio under tbe law, and 
was Watched with great interest. 
E p isc o p a l C onvention. 


N ew Y o r k , September 30th.—The one 
hundred and tiiird annual Convention of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church of this die - 
cese began iiere yesterday. Assistant Bishop 
Potter presiding. The latter, in ids charge 
to the clergy, advocated loyally to the 
m other church and its teachings, reproving 
those within the fold who wore its uniform 
yet caviled at its admonitions.

In the case of W hite vs. Douglass the 
Supreme Court has affirmed the judgm ent 
of the lower Court in favor of the plaintiff. 
The suit was in relation to a contest over 
the right to purchase a parcel of land of 
the 150.000 acres granted to the State for 
the use of an agricultural college. Doug­ 
lass made an application to the Land Agent 
of the State University fu ra tract cf land 
on February 26. 1SS1. W hite made ids ap­ 
plication fur the sanffi parcel of land on 
January 17, 1878. The Courtholds that the 
defendant, being first in time, is naturally 
first in right, unless his application is in 
any way defective or was nut accepted by 
the Board of Regents. Douglass had 'iaid 
$269 in part paym ent for the land in casS^ 
his application were approved. Tiie plain- 
lift' objected to the defendant's prior right 
on the ground tiiat in his affidavit accom ­ 
panying the application lie had not stated, 
in accordance with the rules of the Board 
of Regents, that there was no application 
of or settlem ent upon the land ; that the 
application was never accepted ; that the 
land was never located in the United States 
Land Office, Stockton district, for the de­ 
fendant's benefit ; that the defendant never 
occupied, cultivated nor improved the land, 
and tfcat he had no legal or equitnbieclaim. 
The Supreme Court finds that all of 
these charges are substantially true. The 
Board uf Regents are held to possess cer- 
tuin powers ol regulating in what m anner 
and by whom the lands .-hall lie disposed. 
They received the application of W hite, 
who paid $1.070 as part payment, 
lie 
proved him self an actual settler, with a 
continuous residence with his family on 
the land for twenty years, and had ntado 
$1,500 worth of improvements. 
The right 
is held to belong to the plaintiff, as against 
anv and all persons who have never settled 
upon University lands, never occupied nor 
improved i t : and who acquire no right to 
purchase it which ran 
Is- 
m aintained 
against one who has performed all these 
acts.

W hen the 


METHODS. 


Democratic A dm inistration 
assumed power, it was with the cry in its 
mouth, ‘‘T urn the rascals out.” 
Now, as 
M r. Sherman, in his Mansfield speech 
asked, is it not about time to have the 
“ rascals ” pointed out who have been put 
“ out,” or who rem ain “ in 7” 
W here, in 
all the list of removals by President Cleve­ 
land, or by his appointees, has there been 
designated a single instance of wrong do­ 
ing by the party removed? 
Of the grand 
arm y of Federal employes put out, what 
one has been arraigned for crime, malfeas­ 
ance or rascality? 
lia s not the uniform 
answer to every inquiry on this head been 
“ offensive partisanship ” 
On the other 
hand, is it not true th at the President has 
m any times been imposed upon by his own 
party, and appointed those to office whom 
he has been soon compelled to remove for 
moral cause, incompetency or misfeasance? 
W e do not refer to these m atters to make 
partisan capital, since we are strongly in­ 
clined to belief in thedionest intentions of 
the President and the sincerity of his civil 
service reform protestations. 
But we do 
refer to it, to awaken the attention of 
thoughtful citizens to the hollowness of 
political vituperation, and to campaign 
buncombe. 
A ll this rot about “ turning 
rascals out,” and *‘ opening the books,” and 
such, is disgusting. 
If there is a Republi­ 
can who in office abuses bis trust, it is not 
because be is a Republican but because he 
is bad as a man. 
If there is a Democrat 
in office who is dishonest, it is because 
lie 
lacks 
moral 
balance 
as a man, 
not 
because 
he 
is a Democrat. 
P o­ 
litical 
principles, policies for 
Govern­ 
m ental 
procedure, 
adjustment 
of the 
economies of the nation, the financial 
and revenue methods—these are what dis­ 
tinguish political organizations, not the 
fact th at here or there a man of this or 
th at party among thousands of public 
servants betrays the confidence reposed in 
him . 
Let us be honest w ith ourselves, 
Democrats, Republicans and all others, 
and confess that 
this 
constant 
itera­ 
tion 
about ” rascals,” is 
simply 
cam­ 
paign and political inflation by partisan 
gas. 
L et the policy to he pursued by the 
nation be determ ined upon lines that run 
on levels immeasurably above vulgar pap- 
sucking and feeding at official troughs,and 
rise superior to the despicable methods so 
much employed with a view of influencing 
the votes of men by indulgence iu v itu ­ 
peration. 
P arty may descend to low 
levels : it may deserve, because of authori­ 
tative declarations th at are abhorrent, the 
criticism that 
excuses denunciation; it 
may become foul in its methods and brutal 
in its management, and in such eases what 
the opposing partisan believes to be true 
may bespoken in plain English. 
But we 
subm it that the indiscrim inate vilification 
of public servants and public men beca use 
they are unbelievers in our own political 
faith ; this denomination of those who dis­ 
agree vrith us in policies and economies as 
villains, thieves and robbers; 
this un­ 
sparing assault upon citizens of differing 
belief, is despicable. 
T hat it influences a 
solitary intelligent voter, except to disgust 
him, everyone knows to lie untrue. 


The distribution of the “ surplus ” is a 
question about to be revived. To parcel it 
out among the States, subject to recall by 
the Federal Government, is had. 
It was 
tried fifty years ago and proved a source of 
infinite trouble. To get rid of it by level­ 
ing the tariff will not be agreed to by the 
Republican party and the great industrial 
forces of the country. The proposition to 
put the Government into the market as a 
buyer of bonds is had as it would en­ 
hance the premium. 
The one scheme 
most likely to meet with a large’ share of 
popular approval is that to expend a por­ 
tion of the surplus—so called—in de­ 
manded public improvements. The water­ 
ways, over which the Federal Government 
is bound to exercise guardianship, can well 
engage a large portion of the surplus, in 
preserving navigation and preventing the 
destruction of rivers. 
The Sacramento 
riv.er deserves to have 
several millions 
judiciously expended by the Federal Gov­ 
ernment on it. Such expenditure would re­ 
sult in the broadest benefits and immeasur­ 
able public good. The coast and harbor 
defenses of the country are woefully inade­ 
quate, and as a permanent investment sev­ 
eral millions may be wisely expended in 
this direction. The rehabilitation of the 
navy is an absolute necessity and would 
swallow a large portion of the annual sur­ 
plus for a jierlod of years. 


It is all very well for our Democratic 
friends to assume a strong front and talk 
loud about carrying the State in November, 
but what are the signs of the times when 
“ the faithful ” are dying for office, but 
won’t take nomination's ? 


THE TEUTH ABOUT IT. 


Mr. Swift contracted with San Francisco 
to take up her cause against the Spring 
Valley W ater Company. 
The contract 
was made with a Democratic city adminis­ 
tration. 
At the time it was conceded to 
be a good contract. 
It involved a retainer 
and a contingent fee. 
The case was con­ 
sidered well nigh hopeless—in fact, had 
long been given over by San Francisco. 
Mr. Swift went into it with all his accus­ 
tomed vigor. 
He won the suit, and San 
Francisco was saved a half a million of 
dollars. 
But the coutract must needs be 
confirmed by the Legislature of the State 
before San Fiancisco could pay the laborer 
the agreed hire. So a Democratic Legis­ 
lature was asked to pass the necessary en­ 
abling Act. 
That Legislature, Democratic 
nearly through and through, passed the 
Act and San Francisco paid Mr. Swift his 
fee. That is the long and the short of the 
whole transaction, about which the San 
Francisco Examiner believes it is making 
such a tremendous amonnt of political 
capital. There was not a thing in the 
whole matter that did not reflect credit 
upon Mr. Swift, and of which San Fran­ 
cisco did, can or ever will complain. If 


H e r r V on L ie b k x e c h t and Dr. Avel- 
ing and wife have not made the profound 
impression in New York th at was antici­ 
pated. 
In fact the distinguished German 
Socialist has arrayed all the trade unions 
against Socialism, by denouncing the for­ 
mer as inferior in all respects, and calcu­ 
lated to keep the down-trodden free Am er­ 
icans forever in the condition of sover­ 
eigns. 
T heir members, he declared, ought 
to come out and unite in the socialistic 
work, which means “the division of every­ 
thing among everybody.” 
The trades 
union people do not take kindly to this 
doctrine, and denounce Liebknecht for at­ 
tem pting to stir up strife. 
Esjieciallv 
angry are they over his assault upon co­ 
operative efforts. 
The men in the trade 
unions are, as a rule, more intelligent re­ 
garding the American system than H err 
Liebknecht. 
They understand iiow infin­ 
itely superior is free government and dem­ 
ocratic principles to the license and aban­ 
don of Socialism. 
They know that no sys­ 
tem in the world can open up for them 
such opportunities as does the American, 
and they are wholly unwilling to give 
countenance to any patent or new or old 
fangled theories that assail it. 


T he.Santa Barbara Independent protests 
against lying in the campaign, and says: 
“ W hat does a Republican orator expect 
to gain by describing all Democrats as dis­ 
loyal, or a Democratic orator calculate to 
make by depicting all Republicans as cor­ 
rupt.”

T hird Day of T hirtieth Annual M eeting 
ot the State Association. 
The evening sessitn of Wednesday of the 
State Association being held at Woodland 
was devoted to anniversary exercises of the 
California Home Missionary Society. Rev. 
Dr. W illey presided, and a large audience 
was present, the chuich being filled to over­ 
flowing. 
Addresses were m ade by Drs. 
Benton and Barrows, and Dr. W arren gave 
his annual report, which was very en­ 
couraging. 
The opening of yesterday’s session at 9 
a. m . was a business meeting of the Califor­ 
nia Hom e Missionary Society, Rev. Dr. 
Willey presiding. 
A report of the Ex- 
excutive Committee was presented by Dr. 
Mooar. It represented the work done by the 
committee during the year. About seventy 
commissions 
for 
home 
missionary 
labor were issued. 
Mention was made of 
the special and general labors of Superin­ 
tendent W arren and General Missionary 
Ford, and reports were accepted. 
Rev. Dr. W illey was re-elected President 
of the society. Dr. Dwinell Vice-President, 
and Rev. I. N. M arty Secretary. 
Reports from churches were the next in 
order. Those from Upper Bay Association 
were made by Registrar C. S. V aile; from 
the Southern California Association, by 
Registrar Ford. 
Reports from churches and devotional 
exercises filled the tim e to near the hour of 
adjournm ent. 
During these reports Rev. A. Matthews, 
a converted Russian Jew, addressed the 
meeting in a very earnest and effective 
manner. The trend of his rem arks was a 
deep and forcible plea for active efforts to 
bring the Jewish people into the faith and 
under the banner of Christ. 
His words 
and m anner strongly testified to his sin­ 
cerity. 
Just prior to the noon adjournm ent, Dr. 
N. W. Lane took the platform and made 
an appeal for funds towards sustaining a 
home evangelist for the ensuing year. Two 
subscriptions of $100 each were made, and 
num erous sm aller ones, until $600 was 
raised. 
The afternoon session, after devotional 
exercises, was opened by Rev. Pond, who 
made a report of the Chinese mission work 
during the past year. There were 44 em ­ 
ployed during the year in teaching and 
interpreting. The total am ount received 
for mission work was $11.450 30; expended, 
$11,316 10. 
Eighteen Missions were sus­ 
tained, 1,279 scholars enrolled, there were 
122 Christian Chinese in the missions and 
four conversions had been made. 
A. I,. Von Blarcon, of Oakland, read a 
thoughttul paper upon the topic, “ The 
Gospel and tlie Labor Question. 
It took 
the position that the laborer has the right 
to work only upon such conditions as were 
acceptable to him : and, upon the other 
hand, that the employer's right to regulate 
his own affairs, employ whom he jileases, 
and regulate the prices he will pay m ust be 
m aintained inviolate. 
H e unqualifiedly 
condemned the boycott, and gave as a 
remedy for all the labor conflicts the incul­ 
cation of the spirit and teachings of the 
Great Master. 
Rev. Tubbs said a notable feature of the 
labor troubles was that the members of the 
trades unions were largely foreigners, and 
most of the skilled workmen bore foreign 
names. Our sons are put through colleges 
and academies for professional positions, 
for the counting-room, etc., and not for 
honorable places as skilled mechanics. 
This, he said, should be reformed, and 
honest labor come to be regarded as honor­ 
able. 
Rev. Weitzel thought that even if the 
competition was such that work tor neces­ 
saries could be obtained for less than they 
were worth, no man should take advantage 
of the fruits of such unjust competition, 
but should give full remuneration. 
Home 
products' should be sustained, even if such 
products were dearer than those produced 
where labor is cheaper. 
Rev. W illett’s views of the labor troubles 
were, that while profligacy and lack of in ­ 
dustry upon the part of the wage-earners, 
w ire the principal causes of much of the 
wrongs for which laborers were causing 
trouble, the over-wealthy classes have be­ 
come nioney-lords from the oppressive and 
unjust exactions upon labor. 
J. T. Rankin presented the cause of the 
Pacific, the newsjmper of the denomination. 
Its worth and indispensabiliiy were also in­ 
dorsed by a large num ber of the delegates. 
Rev. John Thompson, agent of the Cali­ 
fornia Bible Society, spone in behalf of 
that cause. 
H e regarded the outlook hope­ 
fully. H e has now been engaged in this 
position twenty-eight years, and! although 
67 years old, he hopes to continue his work 
in supplying the W ord twenty-eight years 
longer. A resolution for more general sup­ 
port of the Bible Society for the ensuing 
year was adopted. 
Rev. Vaile made a report for the Com­ 
mittee on Sunday-schools and District Asso­ 
ciations. giving statistical data of the work 
accomplished during the past year. 
He 
also read an ably-prepared paper upon the 
methods of teaching the les-ons contained 
in the Scriptures. 
Dr. Benton followed 
ujion the same subject. 
Rev. Rowell made a rejxirt from the Com­ 
mittee on Temperance, and subm itted a 
series of resolutions which take strong 
ground against the liquor cause, and con­ 
clude by urging voters to withhold their 
ballots from all whose position or influence 
lavor the liquor traffic. 
In the evening the W oman s Board oc­ 
cupied the session, and Major-General O. O. 
Howard delivered an able and interesting 
address.

South San Francisco is to be provided 
with electric lights. 
O ne-hundredth of an inch of rain fell 
yesterday morning. 
W hite cigarmakers are being rapidly 
forced out of San Francisco. 
The police have been unable to get any 
clue to the murderers of Thomas Curley. 
The 
fifteen-cent 
shaving 
agreement 
among the Sail Francisco barbers will go 
into effect n e tt Monday. 
The Democrats have begun a house-to- 
house canvass, to discover if there are any 
fraudulent registrations. 
W illiam P. Brennan has been held to 
answer a charge of illegal voting at the Re­ 
publican prim ary election in Oakland last 
August. 
H . A. Powell has been nom inated for 
Senator in the Sixteenth District by the Re­ 
publicans. George R. W hitney, present in­ 
cumbent, withdrew. 
Rate-cutting in all the offices is more 
general and more open, and the fact that 
the Canadian Pacific is in the field with a 
$35 rate to Chicago does not tend to pacify 
matters. 
Charles A. Sum ner has written to A. E. 
Redstone, Chairm an of the United Labor 
jiarty Convention, declining the nom ina­ 
tion for Clerk of the Supreme Court. 
Mr. 
Sum ner says that he will be a candidate 
before the Democratic Convention for Con­ 
gress from the Fourth District. 
The case of D. W . Bouldin vs. T. S. 
Phelps, in which the possession of Mare 
Island is involved, was on trial W ednes­ 
day in the United States Circuit Court. 
There was considerable evidence given by 
the plaintiff to prove th at the records had 
been altered and m any deeds destroyed. 
Thom as Coagan has accepted the chal­ 
lenge of Daniel Masters to a contest with 
hard gloves next Sunday at a place yet to 
be selected. 
The stakes are $£H a side, 
which have been deposited. They fought a 
few Sundays ago behind the rolling mill, 
Masters being given the fight on a foul. 
The case of the Southern Development 
Company vs. Frank Silva was subm itted in 
the United States Circuit Court on Tuesday. 
Damages are asked in $15,000, it being al­ 
leged tiiat Silva sold a “ salted” m ine to the 
plaintiff. The mine, known as the Sterling, 
is situated in New Coso District, Inyo 
county, and the plaintiff claims to have 
bought it from Silva for $10,000. 
The Chief of Police states that since De­ 
cember, 1879, when he took office, to last 
February, the lines and forfeitures col­ 
lected for all kinds of gambling amounted 
to $204,036 70. Though this sum included 
the penalties for all kinds of gambling, he 
said it was principally the fines and forfeit­ 
ures in Chinese lottery cases. The arrests 
which brought this am ount in numbered 
about 8,000. 
Saturday was the fortieth anniversary of 
the sailing from New York for California 
of the First Regiment, New York Volun­ 
teers, under command of Colonel Jonathan 
D. Stevenson. The regiment was organized 
for the Mexican war, and was allotted the 
task of conquering the Pacific coast, but 
the war had jiractically ended when the 
soldiers reached this State. Colonel Steven­ 
son, although advanced in years, is still 
hale and active, and m ay be seen daily 
upon the streets. 


A T errible D eath Scene. 
The Mountain Echo, published at A n­ 
gels. Calaveras county, says in its issue of 
the 22d in s t.: 
The startling news of the discovery of 
the dead body of Mrs. Daggatt, who resided 
near Sheeji ranch, has just been received. 
Mrs. Daggatt, who was the m other of three 
helpless little children, and whose husband 
is an employe in one of the mines in that 
section, and who was at work at the time 
of the unfortunate wom an’s death, re­ 
turned home every Sunday to visit his 
family after the toils of the week, found 
upon Iiis arrival at home last Sunday tlie 
body of bis wife wrapped in the cold em ­ 
brace of death ujion the kitchen floor, and 
his three little children secreted through 
fear among the vines of the orchard, where 
they had been for three days subsisting on 
fruits. Deceased was last seen alive about 
four days prior to the discovery of her life­ 
less form. 
She had visited’ a neighbor 
some two miles distant from her home. She 
made the trip on horseback, and, being 
near confinement, it is sujiposed that she 
was injured in some m anner, which evi­ 
dently resulted in spasms, causing death. 
Deceased had been dead three days, and 
tlie body when found was in an advanced 
state of decomposition. 
The three child­ 
ren, who are very small, became frightened 
at the lifeless body of their m other, and 
sought refuge from the ghastly scene by 
secreting themselves in the orchard, where 
they were lound in a half-famished condi­ 
tion by the grief-stricken father upon his 
return home. 
The unfortunate father is 
frantic with grief at the horrible discovery 
that lias been bis sad lot to meet. The en­ 
tire com m unity sym pathize with theheart- 
broken family in this the greatest hour of 
its sadness. *______ 


Paym ent of Itallroad Taxes. 
The “ railroad m onopoly” takes an ex­ 
traordinary method of oppressing the peo­ 
ple of Santa Clara county. 
A decision of 
the Supreme Court released the Southern 
and Central Pacific Railroad Comjianies 
from the necessity of paying taxes, and yet 
the bloated monopoly insists upon making 
a storage for coin of our county treasury. 
A short tim e ago it forced our jieople to re­ 
ceive $11,000 that we had no legal power of 
obtaining, and yesterday repeated its dis­ 
crim inating and oppressive outrage by add­ 
ing $17,034 65. Although this sum wiil aid 
in paying off the Lick avenue bonds, and 
reduce the assessment of the taxpayers res­ 
ident in the county, it is quite in order to 
have a mass m eeting and protest against the 
hitherto unheard-of thing of a corporation 
voluntarily 
contributing 
taxes 
to the 
amount of over $28,000 to a county in the 
absence of legal necessity to do so. 
If 
soulless, there seems to be a sense of justice 
in some corporations. The Examiner re­ 
marked yesterday that “ the Democratic 
jiartv of California sharply represents the 
spirit of antagonism to corporate greed and 
arrogance, and as no other State has more 
keenly felt the presence of the yoke, the 
people will be quick to recognize their 
cham pion and opportunity.” This forcing 
of money into our county treasury affords 
an opening for the “ cham pion and oppor­ 
tunity ” business that should not be missed 
by the Democracy of the Stockton Conven­ 
tion strijie.— San Jose Mercury.

A WAR REUC. 


LOCAL im U G EN C E, 


The Com m itm ent Enforced. 
A week or two ago, Mrs. Johnson, who, 
because of her frequently gettiDg boister­ 
ously drunk, has been termed by the police 
“ The terror from Denver,” came to the 
city from her home in an upper county, 
with her husband and daughter, the latter 
aged 12 years. She celebrated her arrival 
by getting on a spree, and was locked up 
in the calaboose as a drunk. Next m orn­ 
ing she forfeited her deposit, and a few 
hours later was drunk again and disturbing 
the peace. She was convicted in the Police 
Court and sentenced to pay a fine of $20 or 
he locked up twenty days. Meanwhile her 
husband had become disgusted and gone 
away with the remainder of the money 
they brought here, and she was unable to 
pay the fine. The police learned that her 
daughter was at a house of prostitution, 
and going there found her with other par­ 
ties in a room so full of opium-smoke that 
the officers could scarcely breathe. The 
girl was taken away, and the authorities 
deemed it best to suspend the commitment 
in the mother's case, and release her to 
take care of her daughter and leave for her 
home. The woman has such a crav­ 
ing for liquor, however, that even her 
m otherly instincts were powerless to pre­ 
vent her indulging in it, and yesterday she 
was arrested by officer Woods, at Tenth 
and K streets, where she was using shock­ 
ingly abusive language to all that came 
near her. She will now be sent to the 
County Jail until the term of the commit­ 
m ent expires, and steps will be taken for 
the weltare of the girl. 
How It was Done. 
During the vote for Police Judge at the 
City Democratic Convention on Wednes­ 
day, Al. Toland asked to be allowed to 
cast a vote for Judge Henry for one of the 
absent delegates, saying that he had the ab­ 
sentee's verbal proxy to do so. Several 
delegates present testified to the truth of 
Mr. 'Poland’s statement. He was not al­ 
lowed to do so, the Chair holding that noth 
ingjjut written proxies would be allowed. 
H eury Dehn arose and asked if the large 
num ber of absentees that had been voted 
for Judge Galloway were upon written 
g 


roxies. He was assured by Chairman 
tinkson and the Secretary of the Conven­ 
tion that all proxies voted were filed in 
writing at the clerk’s desk. Upon this 
statement the verbal proxy held by Toland 
was ruled out. 
Yesterday, W. C. Smith, a watchman at 
the State Capitol, came to this office and 
stated that he saw by the K ecobdU nion 
that he had been voted by Mark Foster for 
Jtfdge Galloway. 
He said: " I stepped 
out of the room for a moment, the vote 
was taken during m y absence, and Mark 
Foster voted for me. He had no right to 
do so ; he held no proxy, either verbal or 
written : and what is more, he knew that I 
had a decided preference for Judge Henry, 
and under no circumstance would I hare 
voted for Galloway, or allowed my proxy to 
go into any one’s hand except that it be 
voted for Judge Henry.” 
This being the case, Galloway's total vote 
was 39, while Henry’s was 41. 
Suicide at W oodland. 
Jatues Rudolph, a laboring man, who 
has lived in the vicinity of Woodland for 
several years, was found dead in Mrs. 
Beamer’s barn, norlh of the town, Wed­ 
nesday morning, lying upon the bay with 
an empty phial labeied “ Laudanum," by 
his side.

$5 50: pay Abe Morris $L and Troy Barr 
$1. You settle with Turner for bed and 
breakfast. < rood bye, Jason—God bless you. 
W hisky and women has fetched me to this. 
I was born in Hampshire county, West 
Virginia, and am 49 years of age. My 
folks went to Missouri in 1S50 and settled 
near Booneville. Jas. Rudolph.”

In Judge Van Fleet's Court yesterday the 
case of Milton McWhorter, charged with 
the murder of T. G. Robinson, was contin­ 
ued for the term, owing to the illness of de­ 
fendant's wife.

An Interesting Letter from a Charleston 
SutVerer. 
In the latter part of the year 1864 George 
Stoneman, our Governor, was a prisoner of 
war confined in Mily Prison at Charleston, 
S. C. At the time of his capture, his money 
and valuables, together with those of his 
soldiers, were taken by their captors. Con­ 
siderable correspondence took place before 
they were able to secure their personal 
property. Major-General Stoneman wrote 
several letters to Captain William J. Gayer, 
Confederate commandant, who, it seems, at 
all times treated the prisoners under his 
charge with all the consideration he could, 
consistent with his position. He is at this 
time a distinguished attorney-at-law in the 
city of Charleston, and one of the sufferers 
from the late terrible earthquake. 
A few days ago Governor Stoneman was 
surprised on the receipt of the following 
letter from Captain Gayer, which is self- 
explanatory : 
C harleston. September 10, 1886. 
Dear General: Goingintomy ruined library, 
on Wednesday last, among the papers which 
were scattered over the floor, I found the in­ 
closed note, written to me by you very nearly 
twenty two years ago. That is a long time and 
it Is very probable that you do not remember 
me. I thought, however, that I would scud it 
to you as it may perhaps remind you (not un­ 
pleasantly I hope) ol some you met in Charles­ 
ton long, 'long years ago. 
I canuot depict the horrors of the terrible visi­ 
tation which has come upon us. The most vivid 
imagination cannot exaggerate the appalling 
nature of the calamity which has overtaken us. 
The press of the country has given as full re­ 
ports as it is jiossible for them to do, but there is 
much that as yet is unknown and unseen, and 
time only can'develop the real and true condi­ 
tion ol our fated city. Since 1S60 it has been the 
scene of disaster, trouble and calamity, almost 
continuously. War, conflagration, vermin, 
storms, floods, and now this last frightful visita­ 
tion has almost unnerved the stoutest of us. My 
residence was rendered unteuatable by the first 
shock, my family seeking fancied safety In the 
rear of my lot. where they remained for several 
days and nights on the earth under such slender 
shelter as our blankets and household effects 
would afford. They are now refugeeiug with 
some of our kind and more fortunate friends a 
few miles distant from the city. 
My office, which was in the old I'uited.“tales 
Court-house, is buried beneath a pile of debris 
nearly twenty feet in depth, the entire building 
being crushed. The United States engineers 
have ordered the ruins removed. Mv chief ob­ 
ject now is to get my house water-tight, so that 
my family may have shelter from the winds and 
rain of the approaching winter. The outlook to 
the poor of Charleston presents trials which ap­ 
pear almost insurmountable. 
I thank God that our Uves were spared: all 
else seems insignificant. My good old mother, 
now 76 years of age, displayed great fortitude 
during ¡lie trying period, thereby relieving our 
anxiety on her aceount. 
You will pardon me for thus trespassing upon 
your time, patience and privacy. The finding 
of your note induced me to w rite to you. 
1 am 
very truly and respectfully your obedient ser­ 
vant.

The note referred to in the above letter is 
written upon u single sheet of blue letter 
paper, anil is in a remarkable good state of 
preservation. It reads as follows: 
Mn v P r is o n , S. C., September:*!, 1864. 
Captain Wm. J. Gayer, Provost Martha!—My 
D ear S ir ; Your favor of the 1st inst. was 
handed me yesterday evening. I regret its de­ 
lay, us it prevented me for thanking you for 
your kind offer therein contained. Your success 
in obtaining for us our funds from Macon, and 
for which you have our thanks, obviated the 
necessity for my calling upon you for money. 
I am very truly, etc.. 
George Stoneman, 
Major-General, prisoner of war.

State of Cali form a, 
E xkcit;vf. D epartm ent, 
Sacram ento, July 31,1886.} 


W 
HEREAS, THE LEGISLATURE OF THE 
State of California, at its Twenty-sixth 
Session, beginning ou the fifth day of January, 
A. D. eighteen hundred and eighty-five, two- 
thirds of all the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature voting in favor 
thereof, proposed the following amendment of 
Sections One, Eight, Ten and Eleven of Article 
Thirteen, oi the Constitution of the State of 
California: 
AMENDMENT NUMBER ONE. 
Section 1. Ail property in the State, except 
railroads, not exempt under the laws of the 
United States, shall be taxed in proportion to its 
alue, to be ascertained ns provided 
| 
_ 
by law. 
The word property, as used ill this article and 
section, is hereby declared to include moneys. 


provided, that in all cases actions may be main­ 
tained against the Tax Collectjr to recover il­ 
legal taxes paid under protest. All such actions 
must be commenced within thirty days after 
Buch illegal taxes have been paid. It shall be 
the duty of the CourtB in which such actions 
may be brought, to try them, upon the request 
of either party, in advance of all other civil ac­ 
tions, and such taxes so paid under protest shall 
be retained by the Tax Collector, or such other 
officer as the Legislature may designate, until 
such actions shall have been finally decided. 


Nothing in this amendment shall affect any 
assessment or tax heretofore made or levied, or 
interest thereon, or any penalty heretofore in­ 
curred, or any action or right of action on ac- 
ccount of any such assessment, tax, interest or 
penalty; and all laws iu force at the adop'ion of 
this amendment, not inconsistent therewith, 
shall remain in tuff force and effect until altered 
or repealed by the Legiclature. The first levy 
and payment of taxes against railroad property 
hereunder, shall be made in the year eighteen 
hundred and eighty-six, and shall be upon the 


credits, bonds, stocks, dues, franchises and all 
other mailers and things, real, personal and 
mixed, capable of private ownership; provided, 
that growing crops, property used exclusively 
for public schools, and such as may belong to 
the United itates, this state, or any county or 
municipal corporation within this State, shall 
be exempt from taxation. Growing vines and 
fruit trees shall be deemed to be aod shall be 
assessed and taxed ns n part of the realty; aud, 
provided further, that railroads shall be taxed as 
provided in Section Ten ot this article: and, 
provided further, that the Legislature may pro­ 
vide for tne exemption from taxation of ships 
and vessels o w ned and registered or enrolled In 
this state, or may tax such ships and vessels on 
their gross or net earnings, in lieu of an ad val­ 
orem tax. The Legislature may also provide, 
except in case of credits secured by mortgage 
or trust deed, for a deduction from credits of 
debts due to lauta fide residents of this State. 
Double taxation iu any form is prohibited. 

The Legislature shall, by law, require 
each taxpayer iu this State to make aud deliver 
to the Couñtv Assessor, annually, a statement 
under oath, setting forth specifically all prop­ 
ertv, real aud personal, exe-pt railroad property, 
as defiued iu Section Ten ot tbia article, owned 
ov such taxpayer, or in his possession or under 
bis control, at twelve o’clock meridian on the 
11. st Monday in March. 
Sec. 10. All property, except tailroad prop 
erty, ns hereinafter provided, shall be assessed 
in the county, city, city and county, town, town­ 
ship. or district in which it is situated, in the 
manner provided by law. Every corporation 
and person owning or operating a railroad, or 
anv portion thereof, in this Slate, shall, on or 
before the first day of July of each year, pay to 
the State Treasurer an annual tax of two and 
a half per cent iqiou the gross earnings, earned 
within this State, of such railroad, for the year 
ending upon the thirty-first dav of December 
next preceding, which tax shall be in lieu of 
all other State and county taxes upon the fran­ 
chise, business, right ol way, roadway, roadbed, 
rails, rolling stock, fences, stations and their 
appurtenances, and upon ferryboats, when op­ 
erated as a part of such railroad, and upon the 
shares of the capital stock, and upon the mort­ 
gages, deeds of trust, contracts or other obliga­ 
tion by wtiich a debt is secured upon such prop­ 
erty. All other property bclouging to such cor­ 
poration or person shall be assessed and taxed 
as other property is assessed and taxed. The
